This idea of dropping fish in- 
to lakes from airplanes is in- 
triguing to us. .We are getting 
in touch with Al Reese, a flying 
game warden who is going to 
plant from the skies about two 
million trout in various lakes 
pretty soon. 

Incidentally, Reese has devel- 
oped a new system of handling 
fish. “ Sodium Amytal is added 
to water in the carrying cans. 
This calms the fish so they use 
less oxygen and heed less water. 
As many as 6,8 trout finger- 
lings were transported in four 
gallons of water recently.

Library Serves Many People in Upland District

‘Day To Public 


Daily activity at the Upland 
Public library finds local librar- 
ians busy checking out at least 
200 books each day to patrons 
among the library’s 7,538 borrow- 
ers. Miss Lucile McDonald heads 
the staff of three assistant li 
brarians and two assistants which 
maintains the more than 34,711 
books in the local library. 

Many newcomers are amazed 
at the great number of books and 
wide selection of research material 
available in the local library, Miss 
McDonald said. “For a town this 
size, our library is remarkable,” 
she said. She worked in the On- 
tario Public library for ~ nine 
years before coming here in 1946. 

The library added 1,757 new 
books at a cost of $3,443. Mo 
than $650 was spent on magazines 
and other periodicals during the 
year. The total number of books 
in the library includes 8,117 
children’s books, contained in the 








Children’s library in the basement 
of the building. 

“A town’s chafacter is reflect- 
ed in the kind of books people 
read,” Miss McDonald said. She 
explained that. Upland and Clare- 


mont, for example, tend to be 
“more intellectual” in reading 


habits than nearby cities. Last 
year Upland readers checked out 
30,843 non-fiction books and 30, 
002 fiction volumes, which i: 
decidedly “above average” in non 
fiction reading, Miss McDonald 
said. : 

in addition to the adult books 
more’ than 31,400 children’s books 
were checked out, making a to 
tal of 91,448 books checked out 
during the year ending June 30 
1953. 

“Book circulation is only one 
part. of the library’s use,” Miss 
McDonald said. “People reac 
magazines and often use the li 
brary for special research,” she 
explained. “We get many calls 
for all sorts of information.” 

Total cost for operation of the 
library last year was $23,156, 01 
a per capita figure of $2.07

“Our building was filled ten 
‘years ago,” Miss McDonald said, 
“But we've been crowding in more 
and more books.” If all the books 
were returned at the same time, 
| don’t know where we'd put 
them,” she said. “ We cer- 
tainly do need a new building, 
or at least an addition.” 


In the ten years since June 
1943, book circulation has _ in- 
‘reased over 52 per cent. Ten 





years ago the library contained 
26,160 books, compared to today’s 
‘igure of more than 34,700.

Water To Be In 
Use Here Soon

Escrow Opened : 
On Buck Deal 


An escrow was opened yester- 
day whereby Car! Buck buys from 
the city its six acres east of 
Third avenue. 

Thus, the final stage nears in 
the transaction that will give to 
the developer a_new site for a 
business block and assure the city 
of extension of C street from 
Third to Campus avenues. 

Mr. Buck is scheduled to, place 
at least $37,000 in the escrow and 
to complete the street improve- 
ment within six months from the 
start of escrow. This would place 
completion of the new street in 
February, 1954. 

While Mr. Buck has not as yet 
reported signing of any leases for 
the new business buildings, he is 
optimistic over the development 
of a major addition to the Upland 
business district.

Any Type Of 
Contaner May 
Be Used in City 


Almost any kind of container 
can be used by local residents 
in handling their trash when a 
new policy on pick-up goes into 
effect soon. 

The proposed ordinance on the 
trash pick-up does not specify 
anything about the container 
other than it cannot be larger 
than 30 gallons in capacity and 
that it does not weigh more 
than 65 pounds. 

First reading has been given 
to the ordinance concerning the 
trash pick up but it will not be- 
come effective until sometime in 
September. Until the ordinance 
becomes effective, Uplanders may 
continue to dispose of their trash 
and rubbish as has been the cus- 
tom. 

The new ordinance, however. 
requires the @iscard to be placed 
in containers and placed either on 
the curb or in the alley. Trash 
pick-up costs each householder, 
who uses the service, 50 cents a 
month. This income does not 
pay for the service. Rather than 
increase the charge, city hall of- 
ficials chose to ask each patron 
to provide and use a container. 
The containers will enable the 
city employes and trucks to cover 
more area and thus pldce the ser- 
vice on a cost basis. 

Use of containers is expected 
to meet with general approval

What About Warren? Will He 
Be Judge or Candidate Again? 


The impending retirement of U. S. Supreme 
Sourt Justice Felix Frankfurter has brought 
‘enewed speculation as to the likelihood of 
Sovernor Earl Warren being named to a post 
n the high court. 

While the governor says little, it is gener- 
ally believed that he would welcome the ap- 
oeintment. For one thing, it would give him 
a life-time job and’ it would also solve the 
problem of whether to run for a fourth term 
in Sacramento. 

Lt. Governor Goodwin Knight. ambitious 
for the top job in the state, has let it be known 
while on a visit in San Bernardino, that he in- 
tends to be a gubernatorial candidate next 
spring, regardless of Goy. Warren's plans. A 
Warren-Knight fight would really be a feud 
and one that would really tear apart what 
there is of the state-wide Republican organiz- 
ation. That would not be a healthy situation, 


And so there would be plenty of people 
happy to see Governor Warren appointed to 
a federal post. 

Some observers, doubt, however, that Pre- 
sident Eisenhower will give the post to the 
Californian. They point out that Ike owes Earl 
nothing politically. True, the governor made 
a few speeches for the general last fall but he 
certainly didn't go all-out to help him. Then, 
too, the nomination of Eisenhower became a 
fact in Chicago last year when the California 
votes were still in the Warren column. 

Who will succeed Frankfurter on the su- 
preme court bench and who will be sitting in 
the governor's chair in Sacramento next year 
are questions bothering a lot of people.

We are living 
pretty much as a healthy individual lives— 
really unconcerned about our fine physique. 

A really strong individual usually has no 
fears about his health. The same is true of 
a nation. 

‘Our great life as a democracy lies in our 
strength. We must be sure of our strength.

Any Nation in World 


Right on schedule at two minutes and 11 | 


seconds after 11 o’clock on the morning of 
August 10, the 160 millionth American arrived 
on the scene. Just who he or she was nobody 
knows but the big “score board” in the Wash- 
ington, D. C. department of commerce made 
note of the fact by moving up from 159,999,999 
to an even 160,000,000. 


Believe it or not, the population of the Un- | 


ited States is now increasing at a faster rate 
than that of India or of the world as a whole, 
according to the United Press. A new Ameri- 
can citizen checks in every 12 seconds. This 
rate of production is keeping the stork. wing- 
ing and a vast number of expectant fathers 
walking. 

The need for providing food, clothing, toys, 
equipment and housing for this huge army of 
newcomers has boomed the output of virtually 
everything from bassinets to personal bank 
loans. The fact that the population has gone 
up nearly nine millions since the census of 
1950, puts the increase at nearly three million 
ayear. At that pace we'll be pushing the 200 
million mark about 1965. 

Of course, whether we maintain the present 
rate is a matter of speculation. But it’s not 
a matter of births alone. The fact that people 
are living longer also has its effects. It wasn’t 
so many years ago, you'll remember, that it 
was believed we had reached the peak of our 
population and were likely to diminish stead- 
ily. 

Goes to show that you can’t calculate 
what people are going to do. 


Your Money Isn’t Going 
Into Many Profits 


If you think a large part of the money you 
spend winds up in the form of profits for the 
businesses you patronize, a report just pub- 
lished by the U. 8. Chamber of Commerce will 
be both informative and surprising. 

Last year American corporations made re- 
cord sales of goods and services—$5,000,000,- 
000 total. But net profits were substantially 
lower than in 1951, averaging only 3.4 cents on 
each sales dollar. The decline was due large- 
ly to taxes,
